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4. The Steam Pover-Plant in Velenje is on the Sostanj-Velenje-Colje highway 
(precise losation, 46°22°20" N 15°6*15"E), about 1,200 yards from the 
Velenjo railroud station on the Calje-Dravorrad line. The main building, 
sizo 100 x 50 x 12 m., is of reinforced concrete with 4 flat tin roof and 
conteins the boiler room, turbine room, control room, transformers, and 
tho officos.

This voltage is stepped dorm to 60 kV by a 16,000 kw transformer, The 
maximm intake of electricity from Draverrad is limited to the capacity of 
this transformer, is¢e 16,000 kw. From Velenje, a 60 kV line runs to a 
relay station in Podlog, near St. Peter, in the Savinjeka Dolina. Another 
20 kV linc runs to Gustanj and Mezica, The Gustenj Iron Works and the 
Hozica mines are thereby supplied with energy from the power plants in
